That it will be found attractive to these who 
bave perused the pathetic and beautiful sto- 
ry of Paul and Virginia of the instructive 
and amusing Studies and Harmonies of Na- 
ture, we can readily believe. St. Pierre 
was born at Havre on the 19th of January, 
1737. Romances and the Lives of the 
Saints, were his favorite works at nine years 
of age. After manifesting what Mr. Gifford 
would term “youthful vivacity,” in stealing 
“three figs,”—collecting for a time insects 
and birds,—and making the tour of Norman- 
dy, he started with bis uacle for Martinico, 
quite determined upon becoming “a king 
of some deserted island.” Upon his return, 
he was sent to the Jesuit College at Caen, 
and from this passed for a time into a Poly 
technic School. In 1760 be was brevetied au 
officer, and immediately proceeded to Dus- 
seldorff, the head-quarters of the Count Ger- 
main. After participating in one or two 
battles, be was suspended and ordered to 
Paris. In 1761 he was sent as a member o 
a corps of engineers to the Island of Malta, 
but soon returned to France. He now 
formed the project of becoming a lawgiver 
in the solitudes of Russia, and svon after set 
off for Holland, aod from thence proceeded 
to St. Petersburgh. After a time, the Em-
